AT LAST 

It would certainly be appropriate for us to hand out 
a line in this issue concerning the new House, in which— 
wonderful to relate—fifteen of the Brothers are now 
living. It would be most appropriate as a reminder to 
other chapters that we do actually have a house, as they 
have probably forgotten that fact in the long interim 
since we first announced our intentions. All the Phi 
Newts couldn’t forget it, even though they did wish it, 
for our favorite pastime for a whole year was cussing the 
architect, the contractor, and everything in general, or 
in wondering how a contractor could be so slow. We 
don’t mean to say that we have stopped cussing out 
people and things at all, but we have graduated from 
one stage to another where we are living in the cause 
for all our worries. 

When we left in June, things looked bright, as the 
contractor promised completion by July 15. However, 
he evidently thought that College opened around Christ- 
mas time, for he did practically no work the first part of 
the summer. Finally, matters got so bad that Chuck 
Moreau made a journey to Hanover the latter part of 
August and stirred things up effectively. We were able 
to move in upon our arrival, although the place did not 
look at all like a finished house, especially from the 
outside. The grading is being done, and a walk put in at 
the time this is written. Also, the cellar was not com 
pleted when we got back. In spite of all this, we had 
hot water and lived in as much comfort as the ‘“Dart- 
mouth Type” desires. 4 

The House is about three minutes’ walk from down- 
town, and stands northeast of campus, about two hun- 
dred yards away. The campus can be seen from the 
south side, and all college buildings are reached easily. 
We stand on the side of the campus towards which the 
College plans to expand. Indeed, the new Chem building, 
now well-started, is directly across the street from us. 
‘S. A. E. is our next-door neighbor to the South, and eight 
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other fraternities can be seen to the west of us on Main 
street, about three hundred yards away. In short, our 
location is decidedly desirable. 

A mere description of the plan of the House is about 
all we can do without prejudice. There are a good many 
things we need, mostly in the way of furniture extras, 
and there are some things we don’t like, but we’ll leave 
all opinions to you when you see the place personally. 
On the first floor is a large vestibule and hallway, with 
two large closets on either side of the door. To the 
right—or north, as the house faces east—is the main 
living room, with windows on the east and north, and 
French doors opening to the west onto what will be a 
large porch next Spring. Our new leather furniture fits 
well in here, especially with a fireplace; we hope to 
purchase a new davenport table soon. Across the whole 
back of the House is the Library or the music-room, 
whatever you wish to call it. It also will open on the 
north to the porch, and has six windows on the west and 
south; the best room in the house, by far. It is here 
that the jazz band holds forth. 

In the basement are a small room intended for a 
billiard room as soon as we replace our old table, the 
council-hall, and the furnace-room, using all the cellar 
space between them. 

On the second floor are the seven studies, holding 
two men each (one room is holding three now), the bath- 
room, and an upstairs porch, which will serve as a 
sleeping porch for four or five in the Spring. The studies, 
which seemed small when being built, are satisfactory to 
every body. % 

The top floor is left in the rough, except in one 
room at the north end, which is heated, and used for a 
dressing room. The roof is so constructed as to allow a 
maximum of head-room, and there is plenty of space for 
sixteen beds, including one double-decker. 

There are so many things to be added that we can 
not call our house really complete. But everybody is 
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satisfied with it in general, though everybody has some- 
thing they don’t like. More than anything, it represents 
an achievement of Phi Nu alone, unaided by any except 
members of this chapter, their parents or friends. The 
spirit which has supported this project from start to 
finish—and which will continue to support it—is the 
thing of which we are justly proud. It will afford us 
something to talk about to the younger generation when 
we have all become Graduates and the House itself has 
been replaced by a bigger, better one.
